Aadhar cards is in initial stage. 

4. Other documents such as ’ Passport, driving licenses. PAN card.TlN 
Number are not available with tire voters of rural areas.

"100% linked and authenticated by Bio metric data of Adhar and in absence of non coverage of Adhar 
by one of the five documents namely passport, driving licence, PAN card, TIN number or by Bank 
account" may not be feasible immediately as Adhar card work has not.yet started' in Assam and other 5 
documents also may not be possessed by many people.

Officer can delete the name of the elector after following the due 
procedure. Similarly instructions about suo-moto deletion a 80 e 
incorporated in the proposed.guidelines for improvement of Electo 

Roll. 

14. The date of draft publication may be declared as l sl September, 

*2015 and final publication may be extended to mid-February,. 
order to give sufficient time to EROs for quality disposal of clams and 
obiections In view of this, issuing EPICs to new voters during the 
National Voters’ Day, 2016 should be exempted from being part of tne 

NVD programme. 

15. On public domain, the electoral roll data should be in the image 
form and not in the form of pdf files.
